I have tried to respond to all calls as soon as possible, 
but as you realize, it is not possible for one person to provide 
twenty-four hour a day police coverage. I have traveled 
many miles on all the roads of Hiram, and have talked with 
many citizens, trying to help make Hiram a peaceful 
community and a good place to live. It is very necessary in 
order to save time and money that I have the cooperation of — 
all citizens who are interested in Law enforcement in this 
town. 

The Law Enforcement Agency Coordinator in Augusta 
with whom I talked recently about police coverage in a small 
town stated that it would require a police force of four men, 
trained at the Criminal Justice Academy, a training that I 
have completed, to give such coverage. In Jan. and Feb., 
1976, I took a course detailing the new penal code which 
has been effect since May 1976. This course as well as the 
training at the Criminal Justice Academy, was necessary for 
all police officers if they wished representation in District 
Court by the District Attorney. 

I appreciate all the help I have been given in the past 
by townspeople, and hope that I may have your continued 
cooperation in the future. I will continue, as long as I hold 
the appointment, to do my best to provide police coverage 
for the town.

REPORT OF HIRAM FIRE DEPARTMENT 
NORTH END 


To Citizens of the Town of Hiram: 


With the Bicentennial celebrations, testing over 2000 
feet of hose, equipment training every Monday evening during 
the summer, and responding to 12 alarms, this has been a 
busy year for your fire department. 

To start, the breakdown of fires is as follows, backed up 
a neighboring town 1, house fires 4, grass or woods 5, car 1, 
chimney 1, five of the above fires we responded to another 
town for support. 

Last spring for more Sundays than some firemen and I, 
care to remember, we tested hose over on the Sebago Road, 
the end result being we replaced two length of hose and 
about 35 rubber gaskets in the couplings, and ended up 
with 400 more feet of 2% on the pumper. 

Paul Weld of the North Conway Fire Department came 
down and conducted a training exercise on air packs this 
past summer. Brownfield and Denmark Fire Departments 
joined us in this exercise. Monday evenings this past summer 
were spent familiarizing new members, and veterans, with 
our equipment. Many thanks to Raymond Cotton for his 
assistance on many Monday Evenings. Five members of the 
department attended fire school at Sanford this fall. 

We received a generous donation last March of a 4-wheel 
drive Ford Bronco from Maine Radio & Television Co. 
Portland, Me. I want to thank Ronnie Breslin in particular, 
and all the other fellows who worked many hours restoring 
it for our purpose. We purchased a Micro-Com 4 Channel 
Radio and installed it in the Bronco. We took half the cost 
of the radio from Town Funds, and the other half from the 
Fire Dept. Treasury (Money we earn from dances etc.). 
Speaking of dances, we hope to have as many or more, than 
we did last year. So watch for posters around June, we 
thank everybody far and wide for their support last year. 

A Fire Band Radio was installed at the residence of 
Roger Maynard. His wife Sharon, graciously consented to act 
as dispatcher during a fire. 

As a member of the parade committee of the Hiram 
Bicentennial Committee I wish to thank all the people in 
town for their enthusiastic support of our Bicentennial 
Parade, and the Fire Departments of the surrounding towns 
for entering engines in the parade. Many thanks from all of 
us associated with the Bicentennial Committee. 
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We hold our meetings the first Monday of the month at 
7:30 PM at the firehouse all interested citizens are invited to 
attend. A reminder, to report a fire in South Hiram call 
625-4422, to report a fire in East Hiram and Hiram call 
625-8000. 

We have an article in the warrant to see if the town will 
set up a fund for a new fire truck, this will probably be 5 to 
8 years in the future, however, we think it would be prudent 
to tuck some money away for a truck, and let the bank pay 
the town some interest. 

A fire department is only as good as it’s members, and 
we have some of the best. For me, and all 40 members of the 
department thank you for your support over the years, we 
will continually strive to deserve it.

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REPORT OF THE HIRAM PLANNING BOARD - 1976 


After a couple of months of inactivity at the start of this 
year, the Planning Board followed a busy schedule of meet- 
ings. Many decisions about land uses could be made without 
the use of formal applications. Some of the proposals that 
were allowed included construction of a new house on the 
land of Elwyn Emmons, construction of a building at the old 
Rankin Mill site, placement of a mobile home on land of 
Arthur Eastman along rt. 160 and construction of Joe 

Allman’s Barber Shop in Hiram village. Placement of one 
mobile home was not allowed since it was smaller than the 
dimensions allowed under the building code. Arthur Eastman 
was issued a Conditional Use Permit to construct a repair 
garage at the intersection of the New Settlement Road. 


Although no subdivision plans were filed, more than the 
necessary number of lots were created in land of Mr. Mueller 
along the Durgintown Road. The board resolved the question 
of responsibility, but not without considerable inconvenience 
to several persons who had bought parcels of the land. In 
another area, Mr. Orin Hoerner was informed by the board to 
cease any further activity at his land along the Notch Road 
until his plans were brought into accordance with ordinances 
and laws. 


Proposed subdivisions include those by Blake Lumber Com- 
pany along the River Road and Clark Lumber Company 
along the Ossipee river. Although no formal applications have 
been submitted we expect further activity in those areas. 


Frank Maxcy continued with an application for a subdivision 
along the Hiram Hill Road. This had been previously inter- 
rupted when questions as to the boundaries with two of the 
abutters had come up. As we considered the application 
during the fall of this year, Mr. & Mrs. Chester Pierce claimed 
that they owned part of the road frontage which was included 
in Maxcy’s proposal. The Planning Board could see some 
validity in both sides of the dispute and requested both 
parties settle the question of the boundary. No such settle- 
ment developed, but Mr. Maxcy employed a Portland law 
firm to direct the Planning Board that we must approve his 
subdivision regardless of any disputes as to boundary locations 
that were in the plan. The Planning Board hired Mr. A. K. 
Pratt, an attorney from Fryeburg, to advise us as to the 
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legality of our actions. After several meetings, Mr. Maxcy 
withdrew his demand for complete approval of his proposal. 
The Planning Board approved a plan including eight of the 
original eleven lots and excluding the area that was in 
question. | 


Through out:the year, the Planning Board worked on amend- 
ments to the Subdivision Review Standards and the Zoning 
Ordinance. Following the Town Meeting in March, the Board 
also developed and wrote a Residential Growth Ordinance 
for the purpose of limiting the rate at which housing 
developments expand within the town. A public hearing was 
held in August and all of these proposals were approved by 
the town at a special Town Meeting in September. Since then, 
up-to-date copies of the ordinances have been printed. 


At the September town Meeting, the Selectmen appointed 
members of the Appeals Board. This board will consider 
variance requests and other appeals which may result from 
decisions of the Planning Board with regard to the Zoning or 
Growth Ordinances. The current member of the two boards 
are:

As a result of illness, Cecil Gilpatrick could not 
attend meetings and share with us the good sense in these 
matters that he had contributed in the past. 


Development of any land use has become complicated - as 
many as ten different permissions may be necessary to start 
upon a particular type of project. The Planning Board has a 
check list of requirements which can be helpful in starting a 
project. The Board usually holds regular meetings on the 
fourth Tuesday of each month. Contact Dan Hester or any 
other members of the Board if you have questions.

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REPORT OF THE SACO RIVER 
CORRIDOR COMMISSIONERS - 1976 


The Saco River Corridor Commission meets regularly at the 
Sacopee Valley High School - usually on the fourth Wednes- 
day of each month. At least as many other special meetings 
and committee meetings are also held. Hiram has been repre- 
sented by its commissioners at all regular meetings as well as 
at most other meetings throughout the year. 


During 1976, 52 applications were considered although none 
of these were within the town of Hiram. However, the 
Commission also considered three proposals for redistricting, 
one of which was in Hiram. This proposal would have ex- 
cluded Bryant Pond and the nearby land from the Corridor 
which now includes all of the land within 500 feet of the 
pond. After a public hearing, the Commission voted to 
maintain the original Corridor boundaries. 


Just as with the activities of the Planning Board, many of 
the actions of the Commission do not involve formal 
applications. At least as many proposals as were considered 
as applications were decided as not requiring permits or not. 
being allowed by the laws. Other activities of the SRCC 
included focusing public attention on a proposed massive 
dump in Ossippee, New Hampshire. The governor of New 
Hampshire finally suspended that state’s permit, and the 
local citizens voted to ban the importation of trash into 
their town. Also, Lake Arrowhead Estates eventually withdrew 
their suit against the Commission since initialdecisions of the 
courts had ruled that the SRCC had acted according to law 
in distributing the lands which were involved. Almost half 
of the applications for 1976 were for construction on lots at 
Lake Arrowhead. In other areas, the SRCC took a first step 
towards addressing the problems of increasing recreational use 
of the rivers by bringing together agencies, organizations 
and businessmen who are directly involved with the canoeists. 
Most activities have been directed towards improving the ed- 
ucation of persons using the rivers with regard to respect for 
the privately-owned lands along the river banks. The Com- 
mission staff has also been working to develop a practical 
method of treating sewage that is now being discharged 
into the Ossipee River from Cornish village. So far, millions 
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of government dollars have been given to larger communities 
for waste treatment, but little or no assistance has been avail- 
able to smaller communities such as Cornish. Our staff is 
trying to develop a feasible approach to funding: the projects 
that are needed in small communities. 


The SRCC itself has for two years struggled with financial 
difficulties. Originally, full funding to pay for the office, 
director, part-time secretary and other expenses were pro- 
vided by the state, but state funds have been cut back to 
provide only about one-third of our funding. Other sources 
from which we are trying to get support include counties and 
local municipalities. Commissioners are discouraged to find 
that a substantial amount of our director’s time has to be 
spent seeking funds while he already is short of time for 
compleint the regular work of the Commission. 


Finally, our own town activities have received considerable 
help from the SRCC this year. Through the efforts of the 
office secretary, Kathy Mullen, who is retained by the SRCC 
on CETA funds, our amended Zoning Ordinance and maps 
were prepared at a saving of about a thousand dollars to the 
town.

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REPORT OF THE HIRAM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1976 


The conservation commission has not held regular meet- 
ings throughout 1976. This was mostly due to lack of energy 
or initiative on the part of its members. However, the com- 
mission still has responsibility for the tennis courts in South 
Hiram and for the Wadsworth Recreation Area beach at the 
north end. Appreciation goes to the Daniels, Shields and 
Paynes for their efforts in taking care of the swimming 
float at that area. Other places which are still in use although 
they have not seen improvements lately include Merrill Park, 
Stanley Pond Swimming area and the turn-off above the 
Hiram Falls Dam. Suggestions or questions are welcome- 
please contact me if you have any.

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THE REASON WHY .......... 


The members of Sacopee Rescue Unit have submitted an 
article to the selectmen of each town to raise by taxation 
or appropriate from revenue sharing $7600 to purchase a new 
Modular Type rescue unit, complete with equipment and 
communications. 

The reason we need another unit at this time is because of the 
increasing number of back to back calls we are getting and 
the 20-30% increase in total calls per year. 

The first year we received 60 calls for help, 50% of which 
were transportation. This year the unit has responded 289 
times, an increase of 482% over seven years ago. And only 
44%4% were Transportation calls, the other 954%2% were true 
emergencies. 

The increasing number of calls keep the unit out of the area 
for such a long period of time, that the people are left un- 
protected by not having a fully equipped back-up unit. The 
small back-up unit we now have does not pass state require- 
ments for an emergency ambulance. It is too low in height 
and does not have the space to accomodate necessary advance 
life-supporting or rescue equipment. It was purchased origi- 
nally for transportation and not rescue, but the growing 
demand for emergency aid has forbid us from accepting 
transportation calls, and accepting primarily only true 
emergencies. 

It is our objective to continually up-grade the Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) in the area we serve, and at this time 
we can only do this by adding another unit to our squad. 
The members, themselves, in 1975 received 800 hours of 
Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) training. In 1976, 180 
hours EMT refresher; 756 hours inservice training; and 60 
hours of Hospital Critique with doctors, for a total of 1796 
hours of training in the last two years. The man hours spent 
on the unit the past year total 3035 hours. The total time 
spent by Sacopee Rescue members either training or making 
arun in 1976 was 4031 hours, at a rate of $3.00 per hour this 
would cost the community $12,093.00. The members of the 
unit ask for your support to help keep the EMS running 
efficiently in the SAD 55 area and hopefully none will suffer 
second best in an unequipped vehicle. 


We ask your support in a truly worthy cause. 
SACOPEE RESCUE UNIT 
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REPORT OF THE BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


As 1976 was our country’s Bicentennial year and many 
events to celebrate this year were being made all over the 
country, a meeting of all interested citizens in Hiram was 
called, and a request was made that each organization in 
town send a representative to make plans for our celebration. 
In the course of several organizational meetings, by-laws 
were accepted, and the following officers were elected: 
H. Allen Hartford - chairman, Arnold Pendexter - vice 
chairman, Sharon Norman - secretary, Edward Pierce - 
treasurer. As Sharon Norman moved soon to Portland, she 
was replaced by Cyd Esser as secretary. 


After many months of planning, preparation and co- 
ordination by many individuals, groups and organizations, 
working together, our program for the year was completed. 
On June 6 a church service was held at the Universalist 
Church, with the congregation in old-fashioned costumes, 
and the minister conducting the service as in colonial times. 


We published ‘‘A Bicentennial History of Hiram, Maine 
1776 - 1976” with text by Hubert W. Clemons, and included 
many pictures of Hiram throughout the years. A copy of this 
history has been placed in our library, and a copy was also 
placed in the Maine State Library. A Bicentennial plate with 
a picture of the covered bridge over the Saco was sold as 
souvenirs. We have a balance in our treasury now of $583.79, 
and we are still receiving requests for copies of the history, 
so this sum may increase somewhat. This money will be used 
to benefit the town. 


The hard work behind Hiram’s Bicentennial Committee 
culminated in a special celebration on the weekend of 
August 21st and 22nd. On Saturday there were the following 
events: a baby buggy and bicycle parade, an antique exhibit, 
a parade complete with parade marshal, fife and drum corps, 
marching organizations, the Sacopee Valley Junior-Senior 
Band, the Bridgton Community Band, floats, fire equipment, 
live animals, antique autos, and a band concert on the village 
green. In the evening there was a supper, followed by a block 
party and a bonfire. Sunday activities included a firemen’s 
muster, the musical “I Love America” by the Parsonsfield 
Baptist Church group, and a historical film of the State of 
Maine. This weekend was enjoyed by many and was a reflect- 
ion of the accomplishments of the committee members. 
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We are proud to say that Hiram was designated by the 
American Revolution Administration as a Bicentennial com- 
munity, and we received our official certificate and a Bicen- 
tennial flag which was flown on the village green. 


Many thanks are conveyed to those who worked for and 
participated in the celebration. Without all of you, it would 
not have been possible. 


It has been suggested that a historical society be formed 
in Hiram to preserve memorabilia and historical data for 
future generations, also to discuss plans for the future of our 
community. We hope that there are enough interested people 
in town to form this organization in the near future.

In accordance with Title 30, Section 5253, Maine Revised 
Statutes Annotated of 1964, as amended, an audit has been 
conducted of the financial records of the Town of Hiram 
for the year ended December 31, 1975 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedures as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Within the scope of the examination, the financial trans- 
actions were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as 
may be noted in the accompanying commentary. 


In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated 
in this report, present fairly the financial position of the 


Town at December 31,1975, and the results of its operations 
for the period indicated.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
statements furnished by the depository, bank confirmation 
and/or by count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters 
of confirmation were used on a test basis to verify the 
correctness of recorded assets. | 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of 
town meetings, as they pertained to financial matters, were 
reviewed. Federal revenue sharing and trust fund transactions 
were reviewed and investments verified. Insurance and bond 
coverages were determined. 
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COMMENTS 
Departmental Operations 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $3,583.07 was lapsed to unapprop- 


riated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $8,780.54 
Overdrafts —~ 5,197.47 
Net Unexpended Balance $3,583.07 


The overlay and supplemental taxes less tax abatements and 
overdrafts in the Fire Department and hydrant rental 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended balance lapsed. The records did not indicate 
that authority had been granted by the legislative body to 
allow overdrafts in operating accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASSETS. .. . . The general cash balance was $15,529.49 at 
the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling this 
amount was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash was 
counted. The federal revenue sharing fund of $17,027.56 
was invested in certificates of deposit in the Maine National 
Bank, Kezar Falls, Maine. 


Accounts receivable totaled $81.94 on December 31, 1975, 
and represented an amount due from William Barnes as 
reimbursement for an insufficient funds check tendered in 
payment of excise tax. 


Taxes receivable of $22,075.36 represented principally cur- 
rent year accounts of $20,639.16 and $1,436.20 for prior 
years dating from 1967. Tax liens and tax acquired property 
amounted to $1,764.10 and $3,319.71 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS..... Unexpend- 
ed departmental balances totaling $22,774.90 are carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with a vote of the 
townspeople. Excise tax collections of $15,986.68 are 
carried forward for allocation by the voters. 


Federal revenue sharing entitlement payments for the year 
amounted to $16,354.00. Interest earnings credited to the 
account totaled $837.47. Appropriated federal revenue 
sharing funds of $11,500.00 were transferred to the town’s 
operating account for Tax Mapping and Public Transporta- 
tion purposes. Unappropriated funds totaled $10,702.56 at 
the year end. It should be noted that the amount of $7,000.00 
is due the general fund. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $9,045.25, a de- 
crease of $9,492.55 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by voter authorized transfers for various depart- 
mental operations less the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed to surplus. 


TRUST FUNDS. .... The Old Settlers’ Burying Ground 
trust fund principal is $2,000.00 and unexpended income 
was $219.27 at the year end. The East Hiram Village Park 
trust fund principal is $500.00 and unexpended income was 
$83.93 at the year end. These funds were on deposit in the 
Maine Savings Bank, Portland, Maine. 


GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue to reduce the tax levy was 
voter authorized as were transfers from surplus to current 
year operations. The voters also authorized appropriations 
from the federal revenue sharing fund for various operating 
accounts. 


It was noted during the audit that an expenditure of 
$280.00 was made to the Community Health Services, Inc. 
for nursing services covering the 1974 and 1975 years 
irrespective of the fact that at the 1974 Annual Town meeting 
the townspeople, in Article number 38, voted down funds 
for this purpose, and no article to raise and/or appropriate 
funds for this purpose was included in the 1975 Annual 
Town meeting.
